WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 - The 
U. S. Suprem e Court today up­ 
held a Wisconsin ban on union 
work stoppages as unfair labor 
practices. 
The court split five to four in 
the decision. The ruling found 
the so-called “ Wisconsin Labor 
Peace Act” to be constitutional. 
The law w as challenged by the 
Briggs and Stratton local of the 
A FL Auto W orkers of Milwaukee 
after the state suprem e court up­ 
held a cease and desist order 
which required the union to end 
work stoppages at 
the 
Briggs 
and Stratton plant. 
The m ajority opinion, written 
by 
Justice 
Jackson, 
declared 
that interm ittent work stoppages 
for "un stated ends” are neither 
forbidden or legalized by federal 
law.

THE man or woman who goes to 
th# doctor in search of a cure for 
headache must not expect it in a 
hurry. Headache can be caused by 
so many different conditions that 
tim# and careful examination are 
required to track down the offender 
in any particular case. 
In addition to a thorough physi­ 
cal examination there are several 
points which need special investiga­ 
tion as, for instance, the position, 
nature, and duration of the pain, 
and whether it feta worse on Bloop­ 
ing or jarring*. It is also important 
to know whether the patient hat 
had ear, nose, or throat infections. 
Condition* of Scalp 
Sometimes headache is produced 
by conditions affecting the scalp. 
As a rule, these can be differentiated 
from other headaches by the prick­ 
ling p r burning sensation. Head­ 
aches' due to deeper structures are 
usually dull and aching.

The nerves of the scalp may ba 
affected by neuralgia or neuritis 
and may also become inflamed 
dunng an attack of ahinglea.

Neuritis may de­ 
velop fcecau e of infection located 
in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, or 
elsewhere in the body. Herpes or 
shingles is caused by a virus. 
General infections 
Headaches due to the nerve* and 
muscles may be confused with those 
brought on by general infections 
and other conditions, such as ty­ 
phoid fever, uremia, blood poison­ 
ing, high blood pressure, and eye 
•train. 
Many headache* occur over th# 
front part of the head. These may 
be due to blows or injuries, neural­ 
gia, teeth and tonsil infections, and 
sinus infection. 
Ti is, it may be seen that there 
are many structures which may ba 
involved when headaches occur, and 
The structures in the scalp which that there are many possible causes 
may cause headache are the mas 
des and the nerves. The scalp mus­ 
cles may be affected by inflamma­ 
tion known as Abrosias. Fain from 
this causa is usually severe and 
lasting. 
Back of Ear 
Pain due to the ear muscles is 
usually over the area back of the 
ear. Fain in the back of the head 
may be due to inflammation of the 
muscles at the upper part of the 
neck. This pain may be similar to 
that which comes from exhaustion, 
as may happen when the muscles 
have been contracted for a long 
period of time after driving a car 
for many hours. Such headaches 


The only way id 
which these headaches can be com- 
pietely eliminated is to find th# 
cause and get rid of it.
